5,000 bales of cotton, at an average of 
about $55 per bale. 


Tlic average yield of wheat for Dallas 
ounty last year was 29J bushels per 
acre, oats 75 bushels, and some made as 


igh as 115 bushels to the acre. There 
a one-half as much again of wheat sown 


IB last year, and it is looking splendid.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


EDS. BEI-UBLICAN —Noticing In your 


paper something in relation to the Phil- 
adelphia plnn for enabling men of lim- 
itcd means to become owners, instead 
of 
remaining renters of houscj, and 


learning that the Building Association, 
organised in this city in 1873, was to 
meet at the county court-room lust even- 
ing, I called in to see how things were 
done, nnd where the thousands of dol- 
lars air coming from that tliis Associa- 
tion is loaning out every year; I went 
enrly and staid till adjournment, so ns 
to learn all that could be gathered from 
om. meeting. A little before 7 o'clock 
some gentlemen took their places around 
a table, among them the secretary, and 
treasurer, with his books, and a snug 
little pile of greenbacks and bank checks, 
which lie laid upon the table. The 
larger amount of this money I learned, 
by inquiry, after adjournment, had been 
handed in during the day, and while the 
officers 
were seemingly waiting for 


something to turn up, a boy came in 
with a little book, which he handed to 
ono of tlio officers, who found therein 
50 cents, the amount was reported to the 
treasurer, noted in the little pass-book, 
and the boy wns out and gdno, and from 
his bright aud intelligent look it occur- 
red to me that he was hurrying home to 
lead his library book, and that the fifty 
cents— which I learned is the monthly 
installment on one share of $ 100 in the 
first series— wns his little savings from his 
wages in the woolen mill, bagging fac- 
tory, or something else equally worthy 
of his honest looking face. About the 
time the little ft'llow was gone some ono 
asked the secretary how much each 
share in the first scries is now worth? 
To which lie answered: 
"They arc 


worth within a fi action of $27.75 each." 
As tlie Association commenced opera- 
tiors in April, 1873, the mooting last
